DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-51 and 53-54 are allowed. 

2. Claims 1, 26, 51 and 53 are allowable because the prior art of record, taken alone or in 
combination, fails to disclose or render obvious a sensor system for computing placement 
information about a component in an electronic component handling machine, the machine 
releasably holding the component and adapted to rotate the component, the sensor system 
comprising a sensor, and, a plurality of light sources in the sensor disposed to illuminate a 
sensing field in the sensor , in combination with the rest of the limitations of the respective 
claims. 

3. Claims 2-25, 27-50 and 54 are allowable because they are dependent on independent 
claims 1, 26, 51 or 53 respectively or an intermediate claim. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
